CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE I 


The name of the association of students under this con- 
stitution shall be THE ASSOCIATED STUDENT BODY 
OF THE ASTORIA HIGH SCHOOL. 


ARTICLE II 


_ The purpose of this association shall be to promote school 
citizenship and foster growth of leadership among its mem- 
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bers. The Association shall act as a legislative body, transact 
business, and direct student activities cooperatively with the 
faculty and the administration. The Association, through 
the student council, shall charter all school clubs. 


ARTICLE III 


Any regularly enrolled student of Astoria High School, 
unless a member of a club not sanctioned by the school 
board, shall be automatically a member of this Association 
and shall be entitled to all privileges of membership stated 
in this Constitution. 


ARTICLE IV 


Section 1. The officers of this Association shall be 
President, Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Vice Presidents, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Rally Squad, Pepsters, and Student Store Manager. 

Section 2. Student Council. 


A. Student Council membership shall consist of the 
following: President, 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Vice Presi- 
dents, Secretary, Treasurer, Yell King or Queen, Editors 
of Astor Post and Zephyrus, Room Representatives, Stu- 
dent Store Manager, Chairmen of Standing Committees, 
and Band Representative. 

B. Ex-officio members of the council shall be the Prin- 
cipal, and Advisor of the Student Council. 

Section 3. The Executive Board shall be made up of the 
President, 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Vice Presidents, Secretary 
and Treasurer of this Association, the Principal and the 
Advisor. 

Section 4. The officers of the Association shall be elected 
by a plurality vote of the membership. 


ARTICLES, 


There shall be no less than two meetings of the Student 
Body buring the year. One shall be at the beginning of the 
school year and one in the spring for the installation of 
officers. The student Body President has the authority to 


ei 


call all Student Body Meetings with the consent of the Prin- 
cipal. 


ARTICLE VI 


Section 1. All amendments to this Constitution must be 
submitted to the Legislative Committee which will submit 
them with recommendations and in the proper form to the 
Student Council. If approved by the council, they will then 
be published or posted. At a meeting not sooner than one 
week thereafter, the amendment or amendments will be 
presented to the Student Body by the Committee. 

Section 2. This Constitution may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the Association. 


ARTICLE VII 


The source of authority for this Constitution shall be the 
administration of the Astoria High School. The Principal of 
the school is responsible to the superintendent and the 
school board, therefore, he has the authority of dissolving 
this Association at any time. 


BY -LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS 


Section 1. President. 
A. The duties of the President of this Association 
shall be to preside at all meetings of the Student Body, 
the Student Council, and the Executive Board. 
B. The President shall appoint all standing and spe- 
cial committees unless otherwise stated in these by-laws. 
C. The President shall call all Student Body, Student 
Council, and Executive Board meetings and will be an 
ex-officio member of all committees. 
D. The President shall perform all other duties per- 
taining to his office. 
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Section 2. The duties of the Vice Presidents of this 
Association shall be to preside in the absence of the Presi- 
dent in the order of their seniority, and to represent and to 
report back to their respective classes. 


Section 3. The duties of the Secretary of this Association 
shall be to keep an accurate record of all meetings, take 
care of all correspondence and to file all records with the 
Principal at the end of the school year. 


Section 4. The duties of the Treasurer of this Associa- 
tion shall be to keep an accurate record of all expenditures 
of this Association and to make a monthly report to the 
Student Council. 


Section 5. The Rally Squad. 


A. The Varsity Rally Squad shall consist of three 
members of the Junior or Senior classes. Their duties 
shall be to have charge of all Pep assemblies, to teach 
and lead school yells and to lead yells at all home 


varsity games and all other varsity games when pos- 
sible. 


B. The Varsity Yell King or Queen will have author- 
ity over all rally squads and shall hold the position of 
chairman of the School Spirit and Morale Committee. 


Section 6. The Pepsters shall consist of seven girls from 
the Junior and Senior classes, who shall perform at all 
pep assemblies and all varsity home games. 


Section 7. The Student Store Manager will be respon- 
sible for the Student Store, order all supplies, take inven- 
tory regularly, and make a financial report to the Student 
Council when required. 


ARTICLE II 


This Association of Astoria High School gives authority 
to the Astor Post and Zephyrus staffs to appoint editors, 
advertising managers and business managers from their 
staffs. These appointments must meet with the approval of 
thte advisors of these publications and with the Principal. 
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ARTICLE III 
NOMINATION OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. The nominating committee shall consist of 
eight members who shall be appointed by the executive 
board at the beginning of the school year. There shall be 
two seniors, two juniors, two sophomores and two fresh- 
men and the Student Council advisor on the committee. 

Section 2. The duties of the nominating committee shall 
be to: 

A. Draw up a slate of nominees for any office which 
shall become vacant during the year and for the main 
elections in the spring. 

B. Consider carefully the qualifications of all the pro- 
posed nominees for office. 

C. Nominate not less than two and not more than 
four candidates for each office. 

Section 3. The candidates for Pepsters and Varsity rally 
squad will be volunteers approved by the nominating com- 
mittee. 

Section 4. Additional nominations may be made from 
the floor accompanied by a petition containing the signatures 
of 75 members of this Association. These petitions must 
appear on regulation forms obtainable at the office. The 
Election Committee will validate all signatures before the 
name of any candidate so nominated appears on the ballot. 

Section 5. The Nominating Committee shall meet at 
least two weeks before the date of nominations wherever 
the chairman shall specify. 

Section 6. Restrictions on Nominees. 

A. The President, Secretary, Treasurer, and 1st Vice 
President shall be elected from the incoming Senior class. 
B. One Vice President shall be chosen from each of 
the incoming Junior and Sophomore classes. 

C. The 4th Vice President shall be nominated and 


elected at the beginning of the school year from the 
entering Freshman class. 
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Section 7. All nominees for Student Body offices must 
have passing grades. 

Section 8. The Constitution sets up the following policy 
concerning Student Body officers because of the major im- 
portance of their work. 

A: No Student Body officer may hold any other elec- 
tive office in the school. (This ruling does not include 
class clubs, such as language clubs, in which all activi- 
ties are part of class work, or honorary clubs.) 

B. The Executive Board shall review any unusual cir- 
cumstances concerning officers and their extra curric- 
ular activities and make recommendations to the Student 
Council in cases where officers are failing to do an 
adequate job because of outside interests. 

C. Rally Squad members and Pepsters cannot be mem- 
bers of the Service Club. 


Section 9. Procedures. 


A. Election week shall be the week starting with the 
first Monday in April, or, if more convenient, the sec- 
ond week in April. 

B. The nominating assembly shall proceed with 
speeches of the candidates in the following order: Stu- 
dent Store Manager, 3rd Vice President, 2nd Vice Pre- 
sident, 1st Vice President, Treasurer, Secretary and 
President. 

C. Each of the above nominees shall give their cam- 
paign speeches before the Student Body. 

D. The Pepsters and Rally Squad nominees will try 
out before the Student Body at a special assembly. The 
Pepsters will try out to music. 


Section 10. Limitations on candidates. 
A. Each candidate's campaign expense plan must 
be submitted to the nominating committee for approval 
before campaigning. 
B. Each candidate will be allowed to have an intro- 
duction given by a fellow student to be not over one 
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minute in length. His own speech will be limited to 
three minutes. 

C. No officer may introduce a candidate for his office. 
D. The presiding officer shall time the candidate and 
the introductory speakers. 

E. No campaign or solicittation of votes will be allow- 
ed after 4:00 p.m. the day prior to elections. 

F. Each candidate is responsible for seeing that his 
posters and advertising are removed from school prop- 
erty by 4:00 p.m. the day prior to elections. 


ARTICLE IV 


Section 1. Elections will be held the Friday of election 
week. The polls will be open from 8:15 a.m. until the 
first class, during the noon hour, and after school until 3:30 
p.m. 

Section 2. Manner of Elections. 

A. The form of the ticket shall be that used in elec- 
tions by the Australian ballot system. 

B. No one shall be allowed to vote unless his or her 
name appears on a list containing the names of students 
of Astoria High School. 

C. The candidate receiving the plurality of votes is 
the winner for each office. 

D. Voting shall be held in designated polls created 
by the election committee. Recommended polls shall be 
two to a floor. 

E. There shall be at all times one ballot distributer 
and one clerk appointed by the election committee 
present at each polling place. 

Section 3. Counting of Votes. 

A. Votes shall be counted as the votes come in during 
the day until 4:30 p.m. 

B. Counting will take place in the best available room. 
C. Counting will be done by the Election Committee 
under faculty supervision. 
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D. Results will be announced as soon as the counting 
is completed by the Election Committee. 


Section 4. Duties of the Election Committee. 
A. Set up polling places. 
B. Appoint clerks and ballot distributers for each pol- 
ling place. 
C. Make the roll of voters available at the correct pol- 
ling place. 
D. Count the votes. 
E. Announce the results of the election to the Student 
Body. 
ARTICLE V 
INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. The installation of officers shall take place 
sometime before the last two weeks of the school year. 

Section 2. The installation of officers shall take place at 
the Student Body meeting. 

Section 3.. The President of the Student Body shall pre- 
side at the installation, and the outgoing officers will install 
the incoming ofiicers. 

Section 4. The installation of officers will be carried out 
following the ceremony adopted by the Association on.......... 
en Bilas Reds be Soc eee Sd ee ee o and will be used at all times. 

Section 5. Installation of officers will be carried on as 
provided above after every election during the year as well 
as after the main elections. 


ARTICLE VI 
COMMITTEES 


Section 1. The President of the Student Body has the 
authority to appoint all standing and special committees 
with the exception of the Nominating Committee. The stand- 
ing committees are listed below: 

A. School Spirit and Morale, chairmaned by the Var- 
sity Yell King or Queen. 
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Building and Grounds. 

Legislative. 

Awards. 

Nominating. 

Elections. 

Club. 

Section 2. The members of standing committees are ap- 


pointed for terms which run concurrently with the President 
and end with his term of office. 
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Section 3. The members of special committees will serve 
for the period designated by the President. 


Section 4. Duties of standing committees. 


A. The School Spirit and Morale Committee shall be 
charged with the responsibility for maintaining and 
improving the spirit and morale of the students of 
Astoria High School, both at athletic events and at 
school. 


B. The Building and Grounds Committee shall be re- 
sponsible for keeping the premises clean and making 
changes and repairs within its authority to improve the 
appearance of the school. 

C. The Legislative Committee shall be responsible for 
accepting proposed amendments, deliberating upon them 
and submitting them with recommendations and in pro- 
per form to the Student Council. It shall handle any 
other business which might be within its jurisdiction. It 
will be responsible for reporting to the Student Council 
any actions of that body or of the Student Body which 
they deem to be contrary to the Constitution. 


D. The awards Committee shall be in charge of work- 
ing out the point system and listing students who have 
earned awards. It shall be in charge of the Awards as- 
semblies. 


E. The Nominating Committee's duties are listed above 
in Article II, Section 2. 
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F. The Election Committee’s duties are listed above in 
Article IV, Section 4. 


G. The Club Committee will arrange the order of club 
elections in the spring, collect and file club constitutions, 
application forms, progress reports, and will assist 
groups who wish to apply for a club charter. This com- 
mittee -will also keep a list of club members and officers, 
checking to see that students do not duplicate offices. 


ARTICLE VII 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. Regular meetings. 


A. The regular Student Body meetings are listed in the 
Constitution in Article V. 


B. These meetings shall be held in the gymnasium or 
other convenient assembly rooms. 


C. Meetings shall be called for the most convenient 
time chosen by the Principal. 


D. A majority of the membership must be present to 
constitute a quorum. 


Section 2. The Student Body President may call, with 
the approval of the Principal, special meetings. 


Section 3. Order of business. 
Meeting called to order. 
Committee reports. 
Reading of the minutes. 
Communications. 

Old Business. 

New business. 
Announcements. 
Adjournment. 


Section 4. ROBERT’S RULES OF ORDER shall govern 
this Association in cases where they are applicable and in 
which they are not inconsistent with this Constitution or the 
By-Laws of this Constitution. 
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ARTICLE VII 
STUDENT BODY FEESS+ETC. 


Section 1. There will be no fees, dues, etc. required for 
membership in the Associated Student Body of Astoria High 
School. 


Section 2. An activity card, the amount to be set by the 
Student Council, will entitle a member of this Association to 
the ASTOR POST, admission to class plays, concerts, and 
regularly scheduled athletic events. 


ARTICLE IX 
AWARDS 


Section 1. Description of awards. 
A. Varsity Athletic awards shall be block style chenille 
emblems, seven inches high, gold on purple background. 
1. First year Varsity Rally Squad letters shall be the 
same as Varsity Athletic Awards. 
2. Second year Varsity Rally Squad letters shall be 
block style chenille letters, seven inches high, purple 
on gold with a salmon insignia. 
B. Junior Varsity Athletic awards shall be block style 
chenille emblems, six inches high, purple on gold back- 
ground. 
1. First year Pepster emblems will be the same as the 
Junior Varsity Athletic awards with the addition of 
the word PEPSTER. 
2. Second year Pepster emblems shall be the same as 
second year Varsity Rally Squad with the PEPSTER 
inscription. 
C. Fingerling numerals shall be block style chenille 
emblems, 41/ inches high, gold on purple background. 


Section 2. Basis for awards. 
A. Football. 


1. All students who play in one half of the quarters 
of interscholastic football games. 
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Any part of quarters shall be counted as quarters. 
B. Basketball. 


1. All students who play one half of the quarters of 
interscholastic basketball games. 


2. Any parts of quarters shall be counted as quarters. 
C. Baseball. 


1. All students playing in one third of all the in- 
nings of interscholastic baseball games. 
2. Any part of an inning shall be considered an in- 
ning. 
D. Track: 
1. Nine points are required for a letter. 
2. Points from “B” school meets will be counted as 
14 the points from an “‘A”’ school meet. 
Ba Golt 


1. All members of a golf team playing in a majority 
of their meets shall be awarded a Junior Varsity 
Letter. 

2. Varsity letters shall be awarded to the players 
winning two-thirds of the total points in an inter- 
scholastic meet. 

F. Varsity, Junior Varsity and Fingerling team mana- 
gers shall be awarded Varsity, Junior Varsity and Fing- 
erling awards respectively. 
G. Special cases shall be left up to the discretion of 
the coaches and advisors. 

Section 3. The above awards shall be financed by the 

Student Body out of the general fund. 

Section 4. Award assemblies. 
A. Awards shall be presented during an awards as- 
sembly by respective coaches of the sports or activity 
advisors. The assembly will be under the supervision of 
the Awards Committee. 
B. Rally Squad members and Pepsters shall receive 
their awards from the President of the Student Body, 
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both will receive their awards at the Spring Awards} 
assembly. 


C. Awards assemblies may be held whenever necessar 
and may be called by the Student Body President with! 
the consent of the Principal. 


ARTICLE X 


Section 1. School clubs will be chartered by the Student 
Council of the Astoria High School. The Charters may be} 
withdrawn by the Student Council after investigations by the} 
Club Committee if the findings warrant this action. 


Section 2. All clubs must submit a Constitution to the 
Student Council. 


Section 3. All clubs must have one or more advisors} 
selected by the Principal. 


Section 4. No student may hold office in more than one} 
club except under unusual conditiones. The Club Committee} 
will investigate the case and submit their findings with their} 
recommendations to the Student Council which will act by 
rendering a judgement. 


Section 5. No club or organization shall hold its election) 
until after the Student Body elections are completed in the} 
spring unless required to do so by its national by-laws. The 
Club Committee will investigate such situations and act as 
outlined above in Section 4. Club elections will follow the; 
pattern set up by the club committee. 


Section 6. All clubs ‘must submit a progress report of} 
their activities to the Student Council at stated intervals.| 
These will be turned in to the Club Committee which willl 
examine them and report to the Student Council those clubs 
which appear to be doing useful work and those clubs which} 
appear to be wasting their opportunities and which should) 
terminate their existence. 


Section 7. The names and officers of all clubs shall bet 
reported to the Club Committee by October 15 of each year.) 
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ARTICLE XI 


Section 1. The Legislative committee will receive pro- 
posed ammendments to these by-laws, will study them and 
present them to the Student Council with their recommenda- 
tions and in the proper form. The Student Council will in 
turn present the proposal to the Student Body for voting as 
provided in Article VI of the Constitution. 

Section 2. These By-laws may be amended by a majority 
vote of the Association.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 


1. Addition of the Bus and School Board Committees as 
standing committees. 

2. The change of the size of varsity award letter from 
seven to six inches. 

3. To give the student council the power to amend the 
By-laws and require approval of the student council before 
school uniform may be changed. 


A RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS it is illegal for young people to smoke and 
whereas this action reflects upon the reputation of Astoria 
High School, and whereas a large percentage of students de- 
sire a more definite policy concerning smoking, therefore be 
it resolved that the following specific rules be established; 

1. Absolutely no smoking on school property. This in- 
cludes the parking lot and area surrounding the school. 

2. No moving of student cars at noon without the per- 
mission of the principal. 

3. In the area which surrounds school property it is felt 
that students have a moral obligation to their school and 
classmates to refrain from smoking. 

4. Students who wear any uniform or insignia which iden- 
tifiles them as representatives of Astoria High School will not 
be allowed to smoke while wearing the uniform or insignia. 

5. Disciplinary action will come from the office. The co- 
operation of the student will determine the specific action 
taken by the administration.

COURSES OFFERED AT ASTORIA HIGH SCHOOL 


Every student should plan his four years of school work 
in order to get the greatest value for him. To graduate from 
Astoria High School a student must have the following quali- 
fications: 


(1) Have attended four years of high school. 


(2) Earned 19 units. (A unit is given for one year of 
satisfactory work in each subject.) One half unit is 
given for each semester of satisfactory work. 


(3) Completed the required subjects. 
Freshman: 
English, Social Education, Mathematics, Physical 
Education. 


Sophomore: 
English, Social Science, Biology, Physical Educa- 
tion. 
Junior: 
English, American History, Physical Education. 
Senior: 
English, Civics, Physical Education. 

A student may take as many subjects as he desires but every 
student is advised to carry five subjects, including physical 
education, each year. Physical Education may be dropped in 
the Junior and Senior years if six full subjects are taken. 
This should meet with the approval of the parents and the 
principal. Electives are as follows:

Algebra, (Algebra), 
Typing II (Typing I), Mechanical Drawing III, (Mech. 
Draw. II and recommendation), Shop III (Shop II). 
Seniors: 
All Freshman, Sophomore, Junior electives and Trigo- 
nometry and Solid Geometry (Adv. Algebra, Geometry) 
Physics (Algebra), Bookkeeping, Shorthand II (Short- 
hand I, Typing II), Machine Shop II (Machine Shop I) 
Speech, Speech II. 


DROPPING OR ADDING CLASSES 


Dropping and adding classes must be referred to the 
teachers and the dean’s office to be accepted or rejected. A 
form which can be obtained in the office, must be signed by 
both the teacher and the dean of boys. 


DEAN’S ROOM 


The Dean’s room, located in the administration building, 
is a room used by girls who become ill during school hours. 
This room is not to be used as a study hall. Dean of girls is 
Miss Upham. 


REGISTRATION AND FEES 


In the spring, students fill out a tentative schedule for the 
coming year. This is considered the first part of registration. 
A complete four year program is also projected by each 
freshman to provide direction to his high school program. 
This forecast may be changed to fit the changing needs of 
the student. 

Prior to the opening of school, a two week period of actual 
registration is held at the high school office.

STUDENT BODY ACTIVITY CARD 


A student body activity card is purchased by any student 
who wishes to become a member of the Astoria High Student 
Body. Cost of the card is $6.00 and enables the purchaser to 
attend all home games, plays, and concerts free. It entitles 
the holder to many other student privileges and also guaran- 
tees him a copy of the Astor Post. 


STUDENT INSURANCE 


This is a student protection and benefit plan that covers 
any accident that occurs to a student on the way to or from 
school and any accidents on the school grounds or buildings; 
any accidents incurred during supervised extra-curricular ac- 
tivities or school sponsored summer activities. It covers all 
athletics except football and any accidents while attending 
school sponsored activities as a spectator. The cost is two 
dollars and will pay up to $5,000 for a single accident and 
to $7,500 for accidental dismemberment. 
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SCHOOL FINANCES 


Money from all organizations in the Astoria High School 
is deposited through the office. Two sets of books are kept, 
one by the faculty financial advisor, Miss Lamb, and one by 
the treasurer of the student body. Each class and organization 
keeps a separate account of all receipts and expenditures. 
These books are checked monthly with the books of the finan- 
cial advisor. 

The student body funds are expended by action of the stu- 
dent body, and organization funds by action of the club or 
class advisor. All purchases must be preceeded by a requisi- 
tion signed by the advisor and principal. All bills are paid 
by chceks signed by the principal. A financial statement of all 
money received and expended is made each month and filed 
in the office. 


REPORT CARDS 


Report cards are means of letting the parents know how 
well their students are doing in their subjects. 

Report cards are issued every nine weeks and are marked 
either A, B, C, D, or U. A meaning the top 10%, B mean- 
ing the next 15%, C meaning the next 40%, with D’s and 
U's being distributed as seen fit. A means Superior, B means 
Excellent, a C grade shows average work, D is a passing 
grade and U means failure. 


DIRECTIONS FOR STUDY 


1. Follow your program regularly. 

2. If possible, study your lesson immediately after assign- 
ment is made. 

3. Take brief notes and afterwards study by outline. 

4. Use dictionary and reference books for points not 
clearly comprehensible. 

5. Concentrate so that outside interests will not frequent- 
ly disturb your study. 

6. Do not try to commit exact words until you under- 
stand the content. 
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7. Connect the important facts of the new lesson with 
facts previously learned. 

8. The extra efforts spent on preparation pay the greatest 
intellectual dividends. 


STUDY HALL REGULATIONS 


Students leaving a study hall for another room or the office, 
must sign up on the study hall slip which is provided by the 
teachers in each room. Everyone leaving the room temporarily 
is required to return within a three-minute period if not ex- 
cused for a longer time. Students should not converse with 
each other except when granted permission by the teacher in 
charge. When permission has been granted, the pupil should 
communicate only for a reasonable period of time. 


THE LIBRARY 


The library has carefully selected books for you to use in 
your school work and to enjoy for home reading. While in 
high school, learn to read with understanding and to use the 
library intelligently. 


Arrangement of Materials 


Nonfiction books are arranged in numerical order accord- 
ing to the Dewey Decimal System which divides them into 
ten subject classes. Each subject class is represented by a num- 
ber which aids you in finding your book easily. Fiction books 
are arranged on the shelves in alphabetical order according to 
the author's last name. 

For your convenience there is a pamphlet file, occupational 
file, card catalog, record library, magazine file, and picture 
file. 


How to Borrow a Book 


1. After selecting your book, take it to the Loan Desk with 
your name and class written on the card in the back of 
the book. The book and card will then be stamped with 
the date due. Reference books may not be checked out 
except with special permission. 
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2. The fine for each day a book is kept over-due is two 
cents. Over night book fines are ten cents if kept out after 
8:40 the next morning. 


3. Books, pamphlets, records, magazines may be kept for 
two weeks. Books may be renewed if not on reserve for 
someone else. 


4. In order to check out a magazine, a magazine slip must 
be filled out which includes your name and the name and 
date of that magazine. This slip is given to the librarian 
who will locate your magazine for you. The same pro- 
cedure is used to check out records. Pamphlets are taken 
out by presenting the pamphlet to the librarian, who will 
give you a slip to sign, and will stamp the date due. 


Entering and Leaving 


Study hall students will be issued a library pass which per- 
mits them to enter the library. Students are required to sign 
out of their respective study halls and must be in the library 
by the first five minutes of the period or will not be admitted. 
Students are required to remain in the library until the period 
ends. Passes are revoked when the student bothers others try- 
ing to study, by talking loudly. The reference room is reserv- 
ed for those who have reference work to do. Permission must 
be received from the librarian before entering the reference 
room to study. 


Librarians 


The librarians are in the library to help. If you are having 
difficulty finding the answer to a question or selecting a book, 
ask any one of the librarians for help. 

The library is open from 8 o'clock to 4 o'clock. Students 
may enter the library freely before and after school, and at 
noon. 


BELL SCHEDULE 


There are two lunch periods in effect during the school day. 
The first one is at fourth period and the other starts at 12:35. 
There is a four-minute break between classes.

ATTENDANCE AND EXCUSES 


Prompt regular attendance is necessary for successful work. 
Therefore students should be absent or tardy only when un- 
avoidable. In cases of absence, the student upon returning, 
should bring a written excuse stating the date and cause of 
his absence, and bearing the signature of his parent or guard- 
ian. This is presented at the desk in the Dean’s Room. Stu- 
dents who fail to bring an excuse are given a temporary un- 
excused absence form, which will be replaced by an excused 
absence form when a satisfactory excuse is brought from 
home. When given an absentee form, the pupil is required 
to take it to all his teachers for their signature. When all 
teachers have signed the form, the student should return it 
to the dean. 


Pre-Excuses 


Students wishing a pre-excused absence must first bring an 
excuse from home. Prior to the date of absence, the dean 
must approve the excuse and write a formal excuse blank for 
the absence. This must be signed by all teachers and returned 
to the dean’s office before the absence occurs. 


Tardiness 


Students not in their seats when the bell rings are con- 
sidered tardy. In such cases a tardy slip must be obtained 
from the Dean’s Room. Persistent tardiness will not be al- 
lowed. 
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STUDENT EMPLOYMENT 


~ Many high school students are partially self-supporting by 
working after school. Students are able to secure various types 
of employment by talking to the Dean of Boys in his office. 


LOST AND FOUND 


For your convenience and benifit, a lost and found depart- 
ment is maintained in Miss Upham’s office. All articles of 
clothing and trinkets may be turned into that room. School 
books and equipment should be turned into the main office. 


THE CAFETERIA 


The Cafeteria, located adjacent to the western breezeway, 
is provided for your use during your lunch period. Lunches 
can be purchased there on an ala-carte menue at moderate 
cost. Lunches are to be eaten in the cafeteria; eating in the 
breezeway is not permitted. Milk shakes and ice cream can 
be acquired at a bar located in the cafeteria. The kitchen is 
located at the north end of the cafeteria. 


Cafeteria Rules 


Don’t talk with your mouth full. 


Be considerate of others in the lunch line. Crowding is 
not tolerated. 


3. Running in the breezeway to the cafeteria is not permit- 
ted. 


4. Trays are to be emptied and stacked after eating. 


LOCKERS 


Lockers are a storage compartment in which students keep 
their books and necessary school equipment. 

Lockers are issued at the beginning of each school year 
upon entering school. Combination locks are on all lockers 
and the combination is given to you as school starts. The 
locker you possess is your responsibility and you should keep 
it neat and clean: If a student desires to place an extra lock 
on his locker he may do so. 
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BULLETIN BOARDS 


Bulletin boards are located in the office, cafeteria and in 
every classroom. The office bulletin boards are for official 
notices. In the cafeteria the bulletin boards are used for club 
and organization notices. Classroom bulletin boards are, as a 
rule, used for that class’s notices and assignments. 


TELEPHONE 


There is a pay telephone in the main hall outside the office 
for use by students. Students are permitted to use the school 
phone for business or emergency only. Students will not be 
excused from class to answer the phone except in an emer- 
gency. 


PARKING AREAS 


Students who bring their cars to school may park them in 
the student parking lot in front of the school. The space in 
front of the gym and alongside the auditorium is reserved 
for teachers. 


DANCE RULES 


At all dances held by Astoria High School certain rules 
must be followed. If an Astoria High School student accom- 
panies a person who is not a member of AHS to a dance, a 
guest card, which may be obtained from the office, must be 
filled out and signed. The student who brings the guest will 
be held responsible for all actions of the guest. No grade 
school students will be admitted. No person may re-enter the 
dance. Neither drinking nor smoking will be tolerated. 


PICNIC RULES 
1. The advisor and chaperones must be present at all picnics 
from the beginning to the end. 
All club picnics start after 3:00 p.m. 
No club may spend money from its treasury on a picnic. 


To do any lake swimming, you must have written per- 
mission from home, but there will be absolutely no ocean 
swimming. 
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All traffic rules and regulations must be followed. Abso- 
lutely no squirreling on the beach or any other place. 


Any disorderly conduct or drinking will result in expul- 
sion of the individual from school for the rest of the 
year, and all picnics will be canceled. 


Every club this is planning to go on a picnic must sign 
up the place, date, and advisor in the office. 


Only bona fide members of the club may attend the pic- 
nic. NO GUESTS !
